Adoption Risk, 
Of Course, But... 


A number of children now con- 
sidered “unadoptable” by social 
agencies might be placed with 
good chances of success if more 
professional workers in the adop- 
tion field would modify their cur- 
rent thinking and attitudes about 
“risky” placements, according to 
Ruth Taft, director of the adop- 
tion department, Children’s Serv- 
ices of Connecticut, at Hartford. 

Miss Taft, in a significant arti- 
cle in the current issue of Child 
Welfare, journal of the Child Wel- 
fare League of America, discusses 
the question of placing youngsters 
“with problems in their back- 
ground.” The matter is a highly 
controversial one among adoption 
workers. 

Miss Taft makes a point that 
many critics outside the adoption 
field have stressed for some time; 
that is that normal, well-adjusted 
adults who wish to adopt a child 
are willing to accept risks arising 
from reasonable unknowns and 
can make their own decisions and 
adjust to the results of their de- 
cisions.—N. Y. Times.

The institute is an agency special- 
izing in surveying the tastes and 
opinions of young persons through- 
out the country. 

Mr. Rand said that the advent 
of television was primarily respon- 
sible for the quicker strides in 
child development. Unlike adults, 
youngsters view the television 
screen with a singleness of mind, 
free from worry and attractions, 
he explained. Because they observe 
a lot they don’t understand, how- 
ever, they yearn for additional 
facts, he says, ask more questions 
and start reading newspapers at an 
earlier age. 

The rapid mechanical advances 
as well as the “tense political situ- 
ation” and the ‘expanded econ- 
omy” are other factors cited by 
Mr. Rand as making it difficult 
for youngsters “to grow up lei- 
surely.” Children now, he says, 
have remarkable mechanical apti- 
tudes nurtured by their reading of 
scientific magazines and play with 
toys “unusually complicated by 
the standards of a decade ago.” 
He maintains, though, that educa- 
tional techniques have lagged be- 
hind mechanical and economic 
progress and this condition is the 
“only brake on even faster child- 
hood development.”

We are advised by the insurance 
carrier that Hospital and Doctors’ 
fees have risen steadily in the past 
10 years and this increase has been 
over 200 per cent in California— 
therefore, the need for the in- 
creased insurance premium. 


We have increased our benefits 
during the past 10 years attempt- 
ing to keep up with this continual 
spiral of hospital and medical 
charges. Some of you may not 
know this, but our first insurance 
program only provided for $4 and 
$5 per day hospital; $150 maximym 
surgical schedule; $20 and $50 Hos- 
pital Extras. These benefits have 
gradually been increased until our 
members today receive $9 and $10 
per day hospital; $300 maximum 
surgical schedule; $90 and $200 
Hospital Extras.

UIU Convention 
Okays $5,000,000 
Retirement Town 


NEW YORK (LPA) — Over- 
whelming approval of plans for 
a $5,000,000 village in Florida for 
retiring members was voted re- 
cently by the 27th annual conven- 
tion of the AFL Upholsterers Inter- 
national Union. The only dissent- 
ing votes were cast by five Calli- 
fornia members. 


President Sal B. Hoffman said 
the union already has purchased 
a 614acre tract fronting on la- 
goons near Jupiter Inlet on Flor- 
jida’s east coast 12 miles north of 
West Palm Beach.

As to “good cause” for quitting 
a job, the California Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Appeals Board said 
in Benefit Decision No. 566: “In 
deciding the issue of good cause 
for voluntarily leaving work, the 
\facts of each particular case must 
be examined and weighed in the 
light of . .. principles of law. If 
the facts disclose a real, substan- 
tial, and compelling reason for 
leaving employment of such nature 
as would cause a reasonable per- 
son genuinely desirous of retaining 
employment to take similar action, 
then there is a good cause for such 
leaving within the meaning of Sec- 
tion 5 (a) (1) of the act.” 

Q. If I have an appointment for 
a job interview and cannot come 
in at my regular reporting hour, 
will I get my check? 

A. Yes, if you are otherwise eli- 
gible, because that would ordinar- 
ily be considered good cause for 
not reporting on your regular day.
